Detroit Survey Suggests Traffic Revisions 





Comprehensive studies of motor travel have been 
made in the city of Detroit and published in a special 
report October 4, 1927 under the direction of Arthur 
T. Waterfall, Commissioner of Public Safety, with 
H. M. Gould as Transportation Engineer.

21,705 automobiles were parked for half-hour periods 
or less in the Loop District of the city while less than 
500 cars attempted to park for more than four hours. 

Need for more parking space in the city for one-hour 
accommodations at certain hours of the day is reported. 

This situation calls for downtown parking garages 
and parking lots at moderate rates. Among the sugges- 
tions made as a result of the survey, which are ap- 
plicable to most large cities, are the following: 

1. Sliding scale of rates in parking lots and garages 
encourage the public to use these for short-time parking. 

2. Encouraging owners of unused property to make 
this available at reasonable rates for parking purposes. 

3. That merchants in subcenter business districts 
give consideration to the use of rear lot parking lots 
and more intensive use of intersecting side streets for 
parking of customers’ vehicles. 

4. Revision of the building code to permit auto- 
mobile storage beneath or adjoining apartment or 
office buildings of ordinary construction when such 
storage space is properly fireproofed and ventilated. 

5. Night pickup and delivery of freight and mer- 
chandise in the downtown districts. 

6. More extended use of consolidated delivery of 
merchandise to the outlying districts. 

7. Belt-line buses serving for-hire garages and 
parking lots connecting with downtown business 
districts. 

8. Use of limited stop trolley cars and buses.
